The gate to the grounds was cov¬ 
ered with a fresh supply of spring¬ 
time roses. The results will be wait¬ 
ed with interest by Sierra Madre 
people. 


“Holding their own on all sides of 
the fire,” was the latest report this 
forenoon received by Marshal A. M. 
Udell as he sat at the telephone in 
the city hall. 

While the grand headquarters of 
Forest Supervisor Charlton were in 
Monrovia, the Sierra Madre city hall 
was the clearing house and pivot 
point for the last 18 hours. Marshal 
Udell was the man most in demand 
from all fronts. Not being able to 
go everywhere at once, he was kept 
at his desk as the most important 
factor in coordinating the forces at 
the various points of attack. 

One hundred men in two detach¬ 
ments were sent from Sierra Madre 
last evening to protect the divide 
from Sturtevant Trail to Monrovia 
Peak. Lackey of the federal forces, 

and John Opid of the West Fork, 

• 

were in charge of the two gangs. 
Camps were established at Spring 
Camp on Monrovia Peak and at the 
telephone station on Sturtevant Trail. 
A desperate effort was to be made 
to cut a fire break as a last resort 
down a ridge running to the West 
Fork. It was hoped, of course, that 
the fire would be stopped at a point 
further east. But the merry way in 
which the flames leaped the fire¬ 
breaks Wednesday and Thursday 
made the situation look very dubious 
last night. 

This fire, now the worst in 
the history of this part of the range, 
has been burning steadily since Sun¬ 
day. It is a fresh outbreak of the 
fire which ranged in San Gabriel 
canyon most of last week and was 
thought to be under control on 
Thursday night. Whether vigilance 
was relaxed unduly or whether the 
spreading of the fire was due to 
causes beyond human control is a 
question which many people will in¬ 
sist must be investigated thoroughly j 
when the fire fighting is over. 

The new fire originated in Roberts 
Canyon, next east of Fish Canyon. 
Going over the ridge into Fish Can- j 
yon, it swept across and up the 
ridge to Deer Park above Monrovia. 
Down into the West Fork of the San 
Gabriel it raged, and then across the 
West Fork into Bear Canyon. 

In Bear Canyon it was reported 
this morning no effort was being 
made to stop the sweep of the flames 
toward the desert. All efforts were 
being concentrated on saving the 
watersheds on the south side of the 
range and to keep the fire away from 
Mount Wilson with the great Carne¬ 
gie observatory. 

Sierra Madre, as usual, has fur¬ 
nished a large quota of the most 
effective fire fighters seen on the 
front line. About 100 men were sent | 
from here Wednesday to Fish Can¬ 
yon. In addition a number of the ; 
older men headed by Bill McCreary 
and L. E. Steinberger went to Fish 
Canyon Camp to take charge of the 
commissary department. With equip? j 
ment to serve 150 to 200 men they ’ 
were doing nobly. But on Thurs- j 
day the county’s commissary camp 
further up the canyon was burned 
out and several hundred men were 
thrown upon the Fish Canyon camp 
for food. Then the problem was not 1 
lack of food but of cooking utensils 
to prepare it. 

Sierra Madre merchants have been < 
cooperating actively in procuring 
supplies and equipment, staying on 
the job until late at night to scur¬ 
ry around and provide whatever was 1 
needed. 

Lack of efficient direction in the 
Fish Canyon battle was a handicap, j 
It was reported that the ground ap¬ 
peared to be totally unfamiliar to 
those in charge, resulting in much 
wasted effort in fighting from inef¬ 
fective points. 

When the fire went over the rim 
of Fish Canyon the Sierra Madre 
boys wanted to hurry home and bat- j 
tie on the west front. There many j 


of them would be on ground as fam¬ 
iliar as their own bgck yards, and 
they would have the additional incen¬ 
tive of feeling they were doing ev¬ 
erything possible to protect the home 
territory.

The committee consist¬ 
ing of Col. Herman Hall, Dr. Barker 
and W. S. Hull debated last night 
whether to call off the program as 
was done in Monrovia. After con¬ 
sultation with Chairman Sparks of 
the board of city trustees it was de¬ 
cided to hold the program in the 
park according to announcement—if 
the people come to hear it. 

The program is scheduled to take 
place at two o’clock. Mayor Sparks 
will preside and the plans call for 
invocation by Dean William Carson 
Shaw, patriotic music in charge of 
Mrs. Milton Steinberger, and an ad¬ 
dress by Col. Hall on the purpose of 
the natjonal defense act and defense 
test day. 

So far as military enrollment is 
concerned, practically every able bod¬ 
ied man in Sierra Madre not other¬ 
wise necessarily engaged, is already 
enrolled and on the fire fighting line.

Those Eighteen Propositions 


V70TERS in California will pass upon eighteen propositions 
” when they cast their ballots in November. This simple 
little task is in addition to choosing national standard bearers, 
congressmen, and a long list of judicial candidates. 

To digest all of the eighteen propositions is a serious under¬ 
taking. The average voter seems to have neither the time nor 
the inclination. Apparently nobody but newspaper editors and 
special pleaders for one or the other side of the proposed legislation 
is expected to do it. The average voter either lets them alone, 
votes blindly from superficial impression derived from hurried 
reading of the titles, or trusts to the advice contained in some 
list picked up at the last minute before rushing to the polls 
That the results from this system of direct legislation have been 
as good as they have is as surprising as it is pleasing. 

In past years this paper has attempted to give a dispassion 
ate view of the various initiative and referendum measures ap¬ 
pearing on the ballot. Some readers have been flattering enough 
to ask for such advice. Some have been kind enough to express 
gratitude for it. With the hope of being of some assistance 
again this year, the News will attempt to throw some light on 
the propositions to be found on the ballot this year, beginning 
ong enough before the election to give time for careful thought 
on the part of the voters. ' 

Of the eighteen measures on the ballot, seven have some¬ 
thing to do with taxation. Some of these are closely inter-relat¬ 
ed. These are scattered through the list at random, but will be 
considered together. For that reason the eighteen propositions 
will not be taken up in order, except in a final summing up be¬ 
fore the election. 

Why So Many Measures 

Opponents of the initiative and referendum make much over 
the number of propositions with which voters are confused. The 
fault is not with the direct legislation principle, but with the 
California constitution. That archaic document embodies a vast 
amount of matter which ought to be governed by ordinary stat¬ 
utes. To change the state law in many very unimportant mat¬ 
ters requires a constitutional amendment, whereas many of these 
things could be controlled safely by the state legislature. There 
will be no relief from the present long ballot u itil California has 
a new and much simpler constitution. A pro; osilion for a con¬ 
stitutional convention to make a start in that direction was voted 
down when last submitted. 

Initiative vs. Referendum 

One general principle is well to bear in mind in approaching 
a study of these measures. Initiative measures may be all right. 
Or they may originate with special interests with sinister mo¬ 
tives. All that is necessary to get them on the ballot is enough 
signatures, which may be procured by professional petition cir¬ 
culators at so much per thousand names. 

On the other hand referendum measures have passed the 
legislature, after presumably close scrutiny by committees and 
members. They are less likely to be loosely drawn and if they 
are favorable to special interests there has already been a chance 
to discover the fact. Having passed the legislature, the pre¬ 
sumption is favorable rather than otherwise. 

Pay of Legislators 

Proposition No. 2 on the ballot provides for increasing the 
pay of members of the legislature from $1,000 for the term to 
which they are elected, to $2,400, payable monthly. 

If the proposed plan would result in a higher calibre of 
members of the legislature it would doubtless receive an over¬ 
whelming vote. That is a question difficult to determine. Of 
late years the assembly and senatorial districts in which Sierra 
Madre is situated have been represented by high class men, but 
many other districts do not fare so well. z 

There are other factors, however, which recommend this 
measure, in spite of the added expense to the state. The in¬ 
crease would not be so great as might appear, for it is possible 
for legislators to receive more than the present flat allowance 
in case of special sessions, and the mileage allowance for mem¬ 
bers would be reduced from 10 to 5 cents a mile. 

There is another factor of importance. Present salaries 
are paid during the regular §ession, which meets in January 
following the bi-ennial election. It has often happened that leg¬ 
islators attended this session of a few months, drew the salary, 
and then accepted appointment to some other fat public office 
and drew another salary. This proposed law wcfldd have the 
salaries paid $100 a month during the term. This salary would 
be discontinued if the member resigned to take another public 
office, which is as it should be. 

Under the primary election system, legislators are put to 
a great deal more expense than when the present rate of pay 
was established. One thousand dollars is not enough, and the 
deficit must be met out of the memlier’s own pocket or by special 
interests which back him. It is certainly to be desired that a 
man taking office will receive enough salary so that he can at 
least start his term without being indebted to anyone else for 
campaign expenses. 

Deposit of Public Moneys

Proposition No. 3 is Assembly Constitutional Amendment 
No. 46. It aims to present a more workable plan than the 
present one in the deposit of public moneys. The present law 
permitting the deposit of state money in national banks is ex¬ 
tended to funds which are in the custody of the state. This 
applies equally to county, city and town funds, and involves 
large sums of trust money now lying idle in public vaults. This 
money would be placed in circulation and be made available for 
upbuilding of the community. Proper safeguards appear to be 
provided and the measure appears to be worthy of support.

• Trial Order 

Cities and towns of Southern Cal¬ 
ifornia are to be put on probation 
by Power Supervisor H. G. Butler. 

A new order has been issued by 
that official permitting a resumption 
of the lighting for all purposes, but 
it has “a string to it.” It is based 
on the power supervisor's belief that 
this relaxation will not be abused, 
for the need of conservation is not 
past. If extravagance or waste of 
“juice” results, it will be neces¬ 
sary to withdraw the privilege now 
granted. 

Restrictions are not removed, said 
the supervisor, on power consump¬ 
tion. The order prohibiting the 
power companies from taking on new 
burdens until the shortage is over 
is not revoked. The present order 
merely extends to the use of light. 

Relief Is Secured 

It is made possible because, up to 
the present time, the communities 
have given such hearty, public-spirit¬ 
ed support to the power-saving pro¬ 
gram by keeping within the quotas 
assigned to them that the situation 
is well in hand, and there is no fur¬ 
ther necessity of imposing loss on 
business.

Surgeon General Cumming of the 
United States Public Health Service 
| has issued a warning concerning the 
! increased prevalence of smallpox 
throughout the United States. He 
| says: 

“The neglect of vaccination in 
I many districts of certain sections of 
the United States has led to a re¬ 
crudescence of smallpox with the cor¬ 
responding suffering experienced by 
its victims ami a wholly unnecessary 
sacrifice of human lives in the years 
1922 and 1923, amounting to 967 
known deaths from smallpox, and 
possibly a number of others which 
were not reported. 

“During the first six months of 1924 
an additional toll of at least 200 
human lives has been taken, every 
one of which deaths could have been 
prevented by vaccination and revac¬ 
cination. 

“The increasing number of cases of 
smallpox, the continued spread of 
this disease from city to city, and 
from state to state, will, if not 
checked, not only augment the num¬ 
ber of victims, hat may bring about 
a condition which will seriously in¬ 
terfere with the movements of pass¬ 
engers on trains, steamers, automo¬ 
biles, and other carriers. It is con¬ 
ceivable that this interference might 
he of a degree that would involve 
the expenditure of hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of dollars in quarantine, a con¬ 
tingency which might easily be avoid¬ 
ed provided our people can be in¬ 
duced to protect themselves by vac¬ 
cination ami revaccination.”

California motorists are watching 
with interest the enforcement of the 
new motor vehicle law in New York, 
which goes into effect on October 1. 
New York is the only state rivalling 
California in the number of automo¬ 
biles and its problems are somewhat 
similar. The particular feature of 
the new law that is attracting the 
attention of the Automobile Club of 
Southern California is the provision 
for the elimination of unsafe drivers 
of motor vehicles. 

A corps of 125 inspectors has been 
trained as enforcement officers ready 
for service when the new law goes 
into effect. 

Regarding the elimination of unfit 
drivers, Commissioner Charles A. 
Harnett of the New York police 
says: 

Justice to All 

“Primarily the work of this force 
will be to pass upon the competence 
of every driver applying for a li¬ 
cense, after we will have accom¬ 
plished the issuance of 1,250,000 li¬ 
censes now confronting us. 

“As I see it, the law was enacted 
for the protection of all the people 
and no one is entitled to nor will be 
shown any favoritism. A person is 
either safe or unsafe as the operator 
of a motor Vehicle. The unsafe driv¬ 
er must be eliminated, regardless of 
who he is, and the responsibility for 
passing upon his qualifications rests 
largely with the inspector on the 
highways. 

"Any inspector who knowingly li¬ 
censes an incompetent or unsafe 
driver or allows such a driver to re¬ 
tain a license is potentially guilty of 
i whatever crime that driver may be 
as the licensed operator of 
a motor vehicle.”

TRY NEWS WANTADS FOR RESULTS 


Before the round-the-world air¬ 
plane fliers were half way on their 
jbumey, says Popular Mechanics, 
they had taken more than twice the 
time required by John Henry Mears, 
of the New York Sun, to circle the 
globe traveling by land and sea. 

Mears made the trip in 1913 in 35 
days, 21 hours, 35 and four-fifths 
seconds, bettering the performance 
of the mythical hero of Jules Verne’s 
story by more than 44 days. Mears 
covered an average of 587 miles a 
day. 

Notable among other journeys are 
those of Captain W. D. Seymour, 
who, in 1876, made the trip in 117 
days; Nellie Bly’s record of 72 days, 
six hours, eleven minutes and 14 sec¬ 
onds in 1889, lowered by about five 
days by George Francis Train the 
following year. His mark was bet¬ 
tered by nearly a week in 1901 by 
Charles Fitzmorris of Chicago. This 
record was then lowered by Henry 
Frederick, Colonel Burnley Campbell 
and by Audre Jaeger-Schmidt, a Par¬ 
is journalist.
